For on that day, with his family 
around the festa! board, hecped hign 
With the season’s store, the farmer 
leads his loved ones in giving thanks 
te the Lord of Life and the Author 
of “every good and perfect giit.”

man who on Thanksgiving day can be 


red, pessimistic, suspicious that 
every man’s hand is against him aud 
that heaven has disowned him, may 


well be regarded as a hopeless case 
and beyond a reasonable prospect of 
redemption. We feel perfectly safe in 
presuming that none such read Wal- 
laces’ Farmer. 

It is not always, however, that the 
best of men can keep throughout the 
year all of the sweetness, the hope- 
fulness, the joy of living, the bright 
hopes of the future that mark our hol- 
iday moods. There are for all of us

yan saw in his dream, from which we 
view a bright and glorious future, and 
there is also likely to be a “Slough 
of Despond” near by into which ve 
may be plunged when we least expect 
it, or a “Doubter’s Castle’ in which 
we may be held indefinitely as prisun- 
ers. AS good and great a man as tile 
prophet Elijah held a royal thanks- 
giving on that rainy evening as he 
ran before the chariot of Ahab to the 
entrance of Jezreel, believing as he did 
that his nation was redeemed at !ast, 
put in less than a week’s time we find 
him prostrate under a juniper tree, 
complaining bitterly that all was lost 
and that he was the only good man 
living, and that Jezebel was about to 
kill him. When such a man as Elijah 
got as bad an attack of the sours as 
that, what may not happen to the 
ordinary farmer? 

And yet he was mistaken, as all 
men are when they become discour- 
aged by the hard knocks which are 
part of. the discipline of life. It Is no 
use to argue with a soured man, be he 


the Lord’s prophet or an ordinary 
farmer. A good square meal, such as 
Elijah had, which the angel of the 


home should always prepare when the 
good man is in the dumps, then a good 





sleep, then another good meal, then 
plenty of work, and the informaiion 
that there are thousands of people 


as good as he is and a great deal bet- 
ter, is the proper thing. Read the 19th 
chapter of lst Kings and see how the 
Lord got Elijah out of the dumps. 

Disappointments wiil come to us all 
during the next year. The present life 
is a battle and no man is ever at his 
best until he has been cuffed aud 
knocked about and taught the elemen- 
tary virtues by the severe discipiide 
of life. Nothing is necessarily fatal to 
any man so long as he keeps swect 
and avoids the fatal mistake or sup- 
posing that nature and man have sume 
sort of spite against him. If your par.y 
got licked at the last election, don’t 
imagine for a moment that the nation 
is ruined or that there will be no long- 
er prosperity under the “Stars and 
Stripes.” The majority of the people 
of the United States are not crazy 
nor enemies of their country. They 
may be mistaken, perhaps are, often, 
but if so, they will rectify the mistak; 
before ‘“‘biue ruin” overtakes us. 

If you ran for some county office 
and got left, make that of itself a 
special subject for thanksgiving. Your 
neighbors were better to you than you 
wanted to be to yourself. 

If you have had cholera among your 
hogs, if vile worms have destroyed 
your lambs, if hail has swept away 
your crops, take it philosophically as 
one of the incidents of life.

The last days of the ministry oil 
Jesus in Perea were crowded with 
touching incidents. He had set His 
face to go to Jerusalem to face the 


terrible conclusion of His work of re- 


demption. He had recently depicted 


the suddenness and the terrors of ihe 
final judgment (Luke 17:20-37); He 
had pointed out the importance and 
profit of persevering prayer (Luke 
18:1-8). He had strippea the robe of 
hypocrisy from the Pharisee who 
thanked God that he was not as other 
men were, not even as the publican, 
and placed the crown on the head of 


the hated and despised publican who 
could only say, with bowed head: 
“God be mereiful to me a ginner”’ 
(Luke 18:9-14). When mothers, drink 
ing in His words as the very Water 
of life, brought their little c#ildren 


to Him that He might put His hands 
on their little heads and bless them, 
and the disciples would have driven 
them away, He said (and what a com 
fort these words have brought to be- 


reaved mothers ever since): “Sufter 
little children to come unto Me, and 
forbid them not: for of such is the 


kingdom of God” (Luke 18:15-17). 
And now a most unusual thing ovc- 
cyrs. A young man. of the ruling ciass, 
which as a rule hated Jesus most 1n- 
tensely, a magistrate or ruler in one 
of the local synagogues,—for the civil 
government of Judea was religious and 
there was no civil government with- 
out the theocracy or rule of the priest, 


and elder, magistrate, and justice of 
the peace were synonymous terms, 
came running, and kneeling’ before 


Jesus, asked the supreme question af 
this life for him and every one of us: 


“Good Master, what good thing shall 
I do to inherit eternal life?” 
He had heard Jesus, doubtless had 


heard much of Him, and regarded Him 
merely as a good man; the best, kind- 


liest, and most amiable he ever knew 
or heard of. He himself was in love 
with goodness and had lofty aspira- 


tions. His wealth had lifted him above 
the manifold temptations of poverty. 
His refined and cultivated a*soctationus 
had lifted him above the coarse and 
vulgar. Refined in his tastes, blanie- 
less in his life, he wished to realize 
in himself the supreme good, and now 
comes to one who in His teaching 
and manner had unfolded to him the 
goodness of which he had not yet con- 
ceived, had exalted his idea of the 
good, had given him a higher concep- 
tion of what was posSsivie to map in 
the way of holiness, and he exclaims: 
“Good Master, what good things shall 
I do to inherit eternal life and stand 
unabashed in the judgment coming so 
suddenly, as you told us lately?” 
Seeing how entirely the young man 


had mistaken His character, Jesus 
says: ‘Why callest thou Me good? 
There is none good but one, that is 


God.” In other words, Jesus declined 
to be ranked with other good men 
and good masters, and thus leaving 


the young man to infer that if He was 


to be called “‘good master” it was be- 
cause of His supreme goodness. In 
short, if He was to be called good, 


it was not because of human good- 
ness, but Divine. 

Dropping this suggestion as a seed 
thought in the young man’s mind at 
the outset, Jesus adds, answering his 
question more directly: “If thou wilt 
enter into life, keep the command- 
ments.” To which the young man 
eagerly replied: “Which?” Command 
ment keeping had been the study end 
delight of his life. Jesus, therefore, 
omitting the first table of the law de- 
scribing our duty to God, begins with 
the second table, outlining our duty 
to men, and said: “Thou shalt do no 
murder, Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery. Thou shalt not steal. Thou shalt 
not bear false witness. Honor thy 
father and thy mother,”’ and then for 
the last commandment, “Thou shalt 
not covet,”’ substitutes the substance of 
the whole “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” It was in per- 
fect sincerity and honesty that the 
young man answered: “All these 
have I kept from my childhood up.” 

Neither he nor his school had the

slightest conception of the real mean- 
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lug of these commandments. ‘They ic- 
garded wholly the letter and lezal 
phases of the commandments. They 
never dreamed that causeless ange: 


gvas murder at heart, nor that lustiui 
chought in the secret heart was th 
germ of aaultery (Matthew 5:22, 27, 
28), and yet so honest and ingenious 
Was this young man, so evidently ear- 
nest and sincere was he, that Jesu 
could not but admire and love him. 
He was very rich, and all around 
him was very great poverty, and so 
Jesus adds, pointing out that which 
alone could keep him from. eternal 
life: “If thou wilt indeed fulfill the 
law, go and sell that thou hast, anil 
give to the poor, and come and follow 
me.”

There was nothing the aristocratic 
Jew dreaded so much as poverty. It 
is described in the teachings of the 
rabbis as worse than any disease, the 
greatest possible sorrow that can pos- 
sibly happen to mortal, and hearing 
this, the last thing he had expected, the 
young man’s countenance fell, as he 
arose from his knees, I fancy slowly, 
and slowly, sadly, and silently walked 
away. 

It was doubtless a hard thing for 
Jesus to do, but for the sake of this 


honest, sincere and amiable young 
man, it must be done. He had to 
learn, aS do we all if we are ever to 


have peace with God, that Jesus de- 
inands the undivided homage of the 
human soul and that we must part 
with all else rather than deny him. 
The young man’s idol, which he se- 
cretly worshipped was wealth and 
the position that wealth gave, and in 
his case this was the one thing that 
must needs be sacrificed to enter into 
life, and especially at this time when 
attachment to Jesus as He went to 
His death involved the sacrifice of 
everything else. 

Let us hope that after the shock of 
surprise was over he learned to use bis 
wealth for Christ and became His tru: 
tollower. 

Looking at him in sadness, as he 
moved slowly away, Jesus remarked to 
his disciples: “Verily I say unio 
you, that a rich man shall hardly entei 
into the kingdom of heaven.’”’ Or, in 
a parallel passage: ‘How hard is it 
for them that trust in riches to enter 


into the kingdom of God.” “And 
again I say unto you, it is easier for 
a camel to go through the eye of a 


rich man to enter 
of God.”

This expression was used by the 
Jews at first to denote an absoluie 
impossibility, and naturally it after- 


wards passed into a proverb denoting 
the very great difficulty with whicn 
certain things are accomplished,

The price of wheat is determined 
by the number of wheat eaters, com- 
prising’ not over one-fourth of the 
world’s population at most.

It is determined by the wheat grow- 
ing acres, their crop, and the means 
of transportation. Inasmuch as there

The United States is but one of the 
great surplus wheat proucing coun- 
tries, the two others being Russia and 
the Argentine. On the other hand, 
the United States has at present al- 
mo a monopo of corn growing 
lands. The amount of corn produced 
in Southern Europe is but small; that 
of Africa does not promise to be very 
great. Practically our only competit- 
or is th Argentine section of South 
America.

clusively as a bread 
the principal use of corn is as food for 


live stock. The price of wheat- will 
tend to increase with the increase of 
Wheat eaters; the price of corn with 
the increase of meat eaters. While 
the United States has practically at 
present the monopoly of corn growing, 


the portions of her territory on which 


corncan be grown at a profit and which 
grow orn for expo i limited; 
limited on the South by .the insects 
which feed on grain and render it un- 
fit for export or for use even as stock 
food; limited on the West by elevation 
and aridity; limited on the North by 
temperature. There is, therefore, more 
room for an advance in the price of 
corn, for two reasons: First, ts 
greatly increased use in manufactur- 
ing, aS for example, in the manufac- 
ture of beer, whisky, starch, glucose, 
and India rubber; and the great in- 


crease in our manufacturing interests, 
while it furnishes us a better market 
for wheat, enables the operatives to 
buy larger quantities of meat and in 
this way makes a greater demand for 
corn, the cheapest of all grains for 
producing meat of the highest qual- 
ity. 


We have for many years believed 
that the price of corn land, that Is, 
land that will grow from forty to 


fifty bushels of corn per acre, will in- 


it can scarcely be: 
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crease as fast as the increase of popu- 
lation, Of late we are coming to the 
conclusion that their value will in- 
crease by decades faster than popula- 
tion. That is, that the man who owns 
corn lands that will bring him six per 
cent net can reasonably count on (wo 
per cent per annum on account of the 
normal increase of population, and an- 
other per cent on account of the new 
and increased uses that are being 
made of their chief product. 

All this emphasises to us the folly 
of trying to teach foreign nations to 
use corn instead of wheat. We are 
likely to need all the corn that we 
can grow for the production of meats 
and ‘ikely to need all the foreign de- 
mand we can get to furnish us a pay- 
ing price for our wheat.

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To WALLACESs’ FARMER. 

The Department of Agriculture is 
still working energetically along the 
lines of butter exportation to foreign 
markets. The experiments made dur- 
ing during 1897 and 1898 met with 
so much success that during 1899 chis 


field was given special attention by 
the Dairy Division, of which Mr. 
Henry E. Alvord is chief. The work 


during 1899 was upon a much en-. 


larged scale and under conaitions 
more favorable to accomplishing the 
main objects in view, namely, estan- 
lishing a good reputation in foreign 
markets for creamery butter from the 
United States and obtaining infor- 
mation of a reliable character likely 
to be useful to those who hereafter 
wish to export butter upon a commer- 
cial basis. During this period the 
product of fewer creameries was used 
than in any of the preceding years, 
and after the season's operations were 
fairly established, the supply was from 
only two. The object was to secure 
better commercial standing by fur- 
nishing parties with the same butter 
week after week. At first the butter 
exported was well distributed in or- 
der that its quality might be seen by 
as many different merchants and oth- 
ers as possible—a kind of object lesson 
and advertising by sample; but later 
the butter nearly all passed through 
but two channels of distribution, anid 
most of the time only one, in order to 
continuously supply certain retail 
dealers and their regular lines of cus- 
tomers, and thus etablish a defiuite 
status for the article in the trade of 
a selected locality. In the first ses- 
son London was the only market ex- 
perimented with; in the second 
shipments were made to London, Liv- 
erpool and Hamburg, and, more tiian 
all, to Manchester. The exports of 
the first season were confined to but- 
ter; those of the second included some 
cheese and three consignments of 
eggs. 

A special agent of the departmeni, 
Mr. Newton B. Ashby, of Iowa, visit- 
ed Lendon, Liverpool, Bristol, Ham- 
burg and Paris early in 1898 for the 
purpose of carefully studying the mar- 
kets in those cities for butter, cheese 
and other perishable farm products 
and making arrangements for the ex- 
perimental exports of the season. As 
a result of these preliminary inquiries 
it was decided to make no shipments 
to France and to try only a few to 
Germany. 

Great Britain continues to be by 
far the most attractive market for 
the surplus dairy products of (he 
United States. That country has more 
than doubled its imports of butter 
within twelve years, as to botn quan- 
tity and value. It now buys annually 
about 182,000 tons of butter, at a cost 
of more than $80,000,000. Every year 
the United Kingdom requires 10,000 
tons of butter more than it needed 
the year before to meet the steadily 
increasing demand. This is evidently 
the market for whatever butter the 
United States has to spare, always 
provided that it is good enough in 
quality to satisfy the British cousins. 
In order to preserve such reputation 
as had been already gained in Great 
Britain for butter from the United 
States and guard future foreign traue 
in this variable and perishable pro- 
duct, it will be necessary to provide 
a system of inspection and marking 
of export butter at points of export 
from this country, that purchasers may 
have the benefit of an official .certifi- 
cation as to the purity and quality 
of the commodity. Foreign buyers 
are entitled to the assurance that the 
products offered are rightly 
and of the kind and quality repre- 
sented. The wants of such an inspec- 
tion service has left the way open 
for misrepresentation and fraud and 
enabled much injury to be done al- 
ready to foreign trade in the dairy 
products of the United States. 





As indicated by the numerous nut 
foods in the market and the discus- 
sions in papers and magazines of sys- 
tems of diet in which nuts play a 
prominent part, there is a quite gen- 
eral interest in the subject. The 
claims made for some nut foods often 
seem extravagant and unreasonable. 
Apparently they lack any basis of 
experimental evidence, nor is it prob- 
able that the best informed physiol- 
ogists would advise the wholesale use 
of nuts as a diet to the exclusion of

According to the Maine Experiment 
Station from 50 to 65 per cent of the 
huts most commonly eaten (almonds, 
Brazil nuts, filberts, hickory nuts, pe- 
cans and walnuts) is shell. All these 
nuts contain little water. The pro- 
tein is fairly high, but fat constitutes 
the largest part of the edible portion. 
The carbohydrates, which usually oc- 
cur in large proportion in vegetable 
foods, are present only in smail 
amounts. The chestnut is an excep- 
tion, containing, as it does, nearly 
40 per cent carbohydrates. The per- 
centages im cocoanuts, acorns, and 
lichti nuts is also fairly high. ‘She 
meat of nujts, excepting those last 
mentioned, contains nearly fifty times 
as much fat and less than one-fifth 
as much carbohydrates as wheat flour, 
and has about double the fuel value; 
i. e., energy producing power. Owing 
to their high fuel value and low pro- 
tein content, nuts would not make a 


well-balanced food when eaten by 
themselves, 
Coffee substitues of domestic man- 


ufacture have long been known. An 
infusion of parched corn, or corn cof- 
fee, has met with some [favor in tke 
household as a drink for invalids, 
etc. Parched wheat, peas, beans and 
corncobs, as well as sweet potatoes, 
cut into small pieces and dried and 
parched, have also been used. Such 
drinks are usually resorted to in times 
of scarcity, or when, for one reason 
or another, it is not possible to obiain 
true coffee. Chicory is also a well- 
known substitute for coffee, although 
it is generally used mixed in larger 
or smaller proportion with true cof- 
fee, and by many such mixtures are 
preferred to coffee alone, as the chic- 
cry is thought te improve the flavor. 





There has recently appeared on tie 
market a considerable number of cof- 
fee substitutes which generally claim 
to be made from cereals. In most 
cases the claim is also made that such 
beverages are especially wholesome, 
and in some cases that they have a 
high food value. The value as a food 
of coffee or any such beverage is evi- 
dently due (1) to the materials ex- 
tracted from the coffee (or other 
substance) by the water used, and (2) 
to the sugar and milk or cream added 
to the infusion. As the bulk of the in- 
fusion is water, it is obvious that 
the food value can not be great. The 
infusion of true coffee also contains 
very little nutritive material, How- 
ever, it is not ordinarily consumed on 
account of its food value, but on ac- 
count of its agreeable flavor. It also 
contains a small amount of an alka- 
loid, caffein, which has stimulating 
properties. This is entirely lacking 
in cereal coffees if they are, as they 
claim, made entirely from’ cereal 
grains.

change will be made in the 
years in our financial or other gov- 
ernmental policies, there is likely to 
be a period of more or less wild spec- 
ulation, especially in stocks, whether 
railroad or industrial. In fact, the first 
few days following the announcement 
of the results showed a very marked 
advance, clearly traceable to the result 
the election. 

From many sources we learn 
manufacturing enterprises have been 
planned and all preparations made 
awaiting the result of the election. 
Capital always hesitates when any 
marked change in public policy is pro- 


of

posed, and we may expect in the next 
two years a very great increase in 
the number of new enterprises and 
increase in the outpu: of the ord. The 
general public believes that the good 
times we have experienced for tne last 
two or three years will contiune at 
least four more and there will be a 
lack of the caution which after a1l 
has marked much of the business en- 
terprise of the last two years. 

While we believe that the foundation 
of prosperity is well laid and that, 
barring short crops or public calami- 
ties of one kind or another, we shall 
have reasonably good times for some 
time to come, there is yet, we think, 
need of caution just now. So long as 
we are sending abroad a million dol- 
lars worth of manufactured products 
a day, the factories will be quite fully 
employed, railroads and steamsiips 
have plenty of business, and hence che 
great army of laboring men who make 
these things go will be well employed 
and able to pay good prices for farm 
products. When for any reason this 
ceases, or even greatly diminishes, 
whe r gold begins to be expurred 
instead of imported, we may certainty 
expect a decrease in wages, in che 
amount of labor employed, and the 
ability to pay full prices for ‘farm 
products, and lower prices all around. 
Sooner or later we must count on this; 
how soon, no man can tell, and henve 
it is not safe to conclude that because 
we have good times now and may have 
for a. year or two that they wilt re 
main with us permanently 

The greatest danger we see in the 


future is a tendency to over-specuia- 





tion and go in debt largely in the 
confidence that good times will always 
last. We expect to see greater activity 
in the sale of farm lands than in the 
last six months, and we hope that 
purchases will be made as largely in 
cash as possibl Real estate dealers 
tell us that there is a great deal more 
land bought now than is being paid 
for. This is one of the besetting sins 
of farmers. In past times many a man 
has placed himself under the harrow 
and has been glad to get out from 
under it even at a severe financial loss 
and the like may ‘cur again. We 
do not wish to throw cold water on 
enthusiastic hopes and expectations, 
but we think it wise to raise a note 
of warning. 

As we have often said before, good 
times are not the result of government 
policies alone, nor even mainly. A 
change in policies may precipitate a 
panic, whether that change is from a 
better to a worse or from a worse to 
a better system; the change itself, 
whether for good or ill, usually brings 
more or less disturbance Had the 
election gone the other way, we should 
nape tc liave had a great deal 
of disturbani whether for the time 
being or einai. no man can 
safely say, but it will not do, there- 
fore, to infer that the result of the 
election guarantees good times for four 
years more We sincerely hope the 
good times will continue and there is 
every reason to suppose they will, pro 
vide a men do not lose their heads and 
plunge themselves deeply in debt ind 
build air castles. 

It is well to remember just now that 
the panic of 1873 and the hard times 
that followed, lasting until 1078, and 
the panic of 1884 and the depression 
that followed, lasting to 1889, occurred 
under substantially the same govern- 
mental policies that prevail now. The 
foundations of business lie deeper than 
iny governmental policies. Business 
will prosper under almost any half 


governmental policies 
permanent. It adapts 
itself to the situation and goes ahead. 
The real cause of all panics and tne 
hard times that follow is over-specu- 
lation and trading, men going beyond 
debt in business ventures, aid

undertaking to do business without 
sufficient capital. 

The business public may be divided 
into three classes: The optimists, or 
the fellows who are always looking 
for good times, with a lot of rainbow 
chasers going far ahead of them; the 
pessimists, who see an enemy in every 
bush and an evil motive in every prop- 
osition; and the great mass of men 


who are some times optimists and 
some times pessimists. When a ma- 
jority of these become optimists, look 


out. There is danger of a panic, and 
when that occurs these fellows at once 
become pessimists and then we have 
hard times, prices drag along at the 
bottom until the disease is self-curea, 
and then we begin again. This is 
the history of business “as it was in 
the beginning, is now, and ever shall 
be,” or until all men, or at 
majority of them, become level-head- 
ed, which will not be until the mil- 
lenium monopolizes the East. 


Seed Distribution.—No. 1. 


Few farmers or business men aave 


any adequate conception of the mag- 
nitude of the seed business in the 
United States. It is estimated that 


it requires 100,000 acres to grow the 
seed peas and 50,000 acres to grow the 
beans that are required for seeding 
purposes in the United States. One 
firm in 1892 contracted for the produce 
of 13,000 acres of vegetable seeds. 
According to, the census of 1890, there 
were 596 farms devoted entirely io 
growing seeds. Great seed firms have 
established, and one firm in the 
is said to have a floor space in 
one building of seven acres devoted 
to the preparation of seeds for dis- 
tribution. 

The glories of the flowers 
scarcely surpass the glories of 
seed catalogues which are spread hy 
the millions through tthe mails in 
the early spring. Many of the seed 
houses have the entire English speak- 
ing world for their field and orders 
come from the remotest sections. 

Nevertheless, there are few lines of 
business in which there is so much 
dissatisfaction between buyer and 3:2ll- 
er.

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

A spirit of cheerfulness and content 
ment pervades our state, for a kindly 
providence and a bountiful nature 
have been freely generous to the com- 
monwealth of Kansas during the year 
of 1900. Never before have we had 
more abundant cause for satisfaction 
with existing conditions. Pride in 
one’s state or nation is but commend- 
able loyalty, and the average Kansan 
is nothing if not loyal. 

As the season of harvest is past and 
Thanksgiving time is at hand we nat- 
urally reflect on the realities afiording 
the reasons for thankfulness. Promin- 
ent in importance are those elements 
of financial security, the surest indi- 
cations of material prosperily —a 
growing population, a constantly in- 
creasing quantity and quality of pro- 
ducts of the soil and live stock, and 
thereby a more general and liberal cir- 
culation of money. 

The primary sign of advancement in 
a state is increasing in the number of 
people who come to make their homes 


within its orders, seeking, perhaps, 
and finding more geniai Skies 
and kindlier conditions’ of lite 
The increase in Kansas’ popu- 
lation within the year, according 


to the figures of township enumera- 
tors, was 19,589, a substantial gain 
over the previous year, making our to- 
tal population 1,444,708. Although we 
have no large cities the state contains 
111 cities and towns having a popula- 
tion of 1,000 or more. 

Agriculture is the principal occupa- 
tion and it is upon the products of the 
farm that Kansas must ¥ base nel 
claim to prestige. More people are en 
gaged in this pursuit than in all oth- 
ers. In grain crops the leading staples 
are wheat, corn and oats. Favored by 
genial climate and propitious rains, 
her spreading fields of wheat have af- 
forded a bountiful harvest, yielding a 
larger product than in any previous 
year. The area sown was 4,378.53: 
acres and the season was so favorable 
that it was virtually all matured and 
harvested in prime condition, giving 
an approximate yield of 80,000,000 
bushels. The average yield per acre 
on the whole acreage, the poorest wiih 
the best, is 18.25 buche's. Besides this 
year’s crop there was held over from 
the previous season 4,824,828 bushels. 

Our corn is much below the stand- 
ard, owing to the extremely unfavor- 
able weather during the critical period 
of growth. However, the eastern por- 
tion has matured an excellent crop, 
not being affected by the misfortune 
which overtook much of the districts 
further west. But the shortage will 
not handicap our farmers for they 
held in March, a surplus of 48,252,667 
bushels from the yield of 1899, which 
will do much to make their situation 
comfortable. 

The oats fields yielded a large crop 
of good quality—32,457,035 bushels, or 
the largest since 1892. 

While a bountiful harvest is a chief 
consideration in judging the material 
conditions of a region like ours, 
scarcely less important is the extent 
of the live stock industry and its 
product of the grain fields is covert- 
ed into beef, pork, milk and mutton, 
essential to higher civilized people the 
world over. Often, when the price of 


ure 


grain is low, feeding it to farm ani- 
mals is the only really profitabie 
method of disposing of it. The live 


stock interests of Kansas have been 
steadily expanding and the number of 
animals owned in the state is greater 
than in any other year. Horses of 
superior quality and breeding are rais- 
ed here, the climatic conditions giving, 
especially, great vigor and strong en- 
durance. It may be unknown to many 
that Joe Patchen and John R Gentry, 
two of the fastest and gamest harness- 
horses the world has ever known, still 
active and still peerless, were raised 
on Kansas soil. The horses in Kan- 
sas this year number 786,888 and mul 
89,064. 

Kansas is demonstrated pre-eminent- 
ly adapted to the pursuit of dairy- 
ing. all conditions tending favorably 
to its profitable undertaking. Perhaps 
the growth and expansion of dairying 
has been greater within the recent 
years than of any other branch of ag- 
ricultural endeavor. The extent of the 
business is indicated by the product, 
which was 1,441,174 pounds of cheese 
and 41,745.759 pounds of butter for the 
year. Besides these the milk sold for 
other purposes amounted to $673,884. 
The number of milch cows is 712,582. 

The methods of beef production have 
greatly improved, greater care is tak- 
en to secure or breed high grade feed-

ers, and painstaking attention 1s given 
to feeding properly balanced rations. 
With such high class material as a 
foundation, and scientific systems of 
feeding under favoring conditions of 
climate and soil, it is no great wonder 
that Kansas-fed steers top the market 
and win laurels from the product of 
older states. Kansas shippers are in- 
deed fortunate in having within their 
own State the great stock yards and 
packing houses of Kansas City, the sec- 
ond largest ‘in the world and afford- 
ing an unsurpassed market at their 
very doors. The number of cattle, oth- 


er than milch cows, is 2,443,043, of 
sheep 200,301, and of swine 2,286.734. 


The value of animals slaughtered or 
sold for slaughter within the year has 
amounted to $54,321,888. The value 
of poultry was $5,060,332 and wool clip 
$1,081,176. 

These records of the principal items 
of agriculture would imply a flourish- 
ing state of affairs, yet to some minds 
are in a measure indefinite. The fol- 
lowing comparative banking statement 
of the bank commissioner should be 
a reliable index of the money in cir- 
culation and on deposit. Sept. 1, 1900, 
the deposits of the 384 state and pri- 
vate banks amounted to $29.272.592.65 
an increase of $2,373,077.43 since June 
4, 1900, and a gain of $5,739,312.30 
since Sept. 7, 1899. practically one 
year before. The amount on deposit 
in national banks was in round num- 
bers $26,000,000, making a total bank 
deposit in the state of $55,272,592.65. 

It is pleasing to know that in the 
season of their prosperity, the people 
of Kansas have responded generously 
in assisting her unfortunate neigh- 
bors to whom fate was less kind. We 
are thankful that the opportunity was 
presented to share with the famine- 
stricken people of India our bountiful 
corn harvest of 1898. The spirit of 
philanthropy is strong. When the 
citizens of the storm-swept city of Gal- 
veston most needed substantial aid 
Kansas made no delay but took im- 
mediate steps for the relief of those 
visited by misfortune. 

Material prosperity is desirable, not 
only in making the conditions of ac- 
tual existence easier, but also in giv- 
ing means and leisure for improving 
the environments of life and encourag- 
ing the betterment of people intellect- 
ually. In times of plenty, intellectual 
development is/greater and they are 
fully alive to the benefits to be de- 
rived from the infusion of new ideas. 
Such a condition prevails in Kansas 
at present. Improvement is the order 
of the vear. Many farming communi- 
ties have systems of telephone connec- 
tion, better mail facilities are every- 
where demanded, and the farmer who 
one year ago was satisfied to read the 
weekly or semi-weekly sheets now re- 
quires the daily news and market quo- 
tations. 

Rural free delivery of mail has tak- 
en a great hold. almost daily applica- 
tion for the establishment of routes 
being made to the special agent for 
this territory. During the year num- 
erous routes have been provided for 
and are now in daily operation. Hand 
in hand with this sentiment in favor 
of good roads, a largely attended and 
enthusiastic good roads congress 
was held in Topeka in September. A 
permanent state organization was ef- 
fected, headed by capable, willing men 
and promising steady future develop- 
ment. A demonstration of practical 
road building was made by the United 
States office of road inquiry, connect- 
ing with the Topeka city pavement. 
Although the natural roads in Kansas 
are much better than those of most 
other states, the good roads idea has 
taken firm hold on the public mind 
and must be productive of constant 
improvement. 

By odds, the most pretentious un- 
dertaking of the year is the 1904 expo- 
sition to be held in Topeka, in cele- 
bration of the semi-centennial anni- 
versary of the organization of Kansas 
as a territory in 1854, the scope and 
purpose of which is to exhibit the ag- 
ricultural, mineral and manufacturing 
resources of the middle west, to call 
attention to the opportunities and pos- 
sibilities of this section of the country 
and to promote more profitable com- 
mercial relations with other sections.

To WALLACES’ FARMER. 

The county of Adair, in which I 
live, is a very new county. Thirty 
years ago when I first arrived here, 
there were very few farms opened up, 
and one could ride six, eight, or ten 
miles without passing a residence. The 


land was as yet comparatively un- 
touched. In the short space of thirty 
years, farms have been opened up 


and large numbers of them already so 
reduced in fertility that they are said 
to be “worn out.” 

While there is not, perhaps, literally 
speaking, a worn-out farm in the coun- 


ty, there are very many farms 
whose fertility is so reduced that it is 
not profitable to farm them. This 


condition has been the result chiefly of 
tenancy. There has been hitherto 
very few exceptions to the system of 
grain rent, and the cropper has tilled 
the land “for all there is in it.” I 
have had thirty years’ experience as 
a landlord, and have some knowledge 
of the experiences of others in leasing 
lands. In the early days my rents 
were payable solely in grain. Later 
I formed partnerships with my tenants, 
whereby we jointly stocked the farms 
and fed the entire produce of them. 
I am now renting my lands for cask. 
Each of these methods will be dis- 
cussed with reference to the interests 
of the landlord and tenant and the 
maintenance of the fertility of the 
soil.

leasing for grain rent, the only 
advantages to the tenant are: 
that he incurs no responsibility 
the landlord when he is overtaken 
various mishaps to which farm- 
is liable. If drought or excessive 
rains or hail cut his crop short and his 
returns are small, his rent is propor- 
tionately small, and there no dept 
left hanging over his head; and second, 
that a very small capital is required 
to run a purely grain farm. 

What are the tenant’s disadvantages 
under this system? They are many, 
both as regards his pecunlary returns 
and as regards his character. The 
raising of grain alone to be sold at 
the station year after year is not 
profitable. As long as his farm retains 





the 


is 


its fertility, he may get a precarious 
living, but that is all. If he attempts 
to unite with his grain ralsing the 
rearing of a few hogs or calves, he 
is compelled to build his sneas, pens, 
and lots at his own expense, for a 
landlord can hardly be expected to 


furnish such improvements from which 
he will derive no profit either in cash 
or grain. So in practice it amounts to 
this, that the landlord furnishes a 
house for a residence, some sort of 
structure for a stable, and as little 
else as possible. The cropper keeps 
two or three cows as best he can, and 
raises a few hogs under disadvantage- 
ous circumstances. He lives from hand 
to mouth. He has no interests attach- 
ing him to the farm and flits hither 
and thither without permanency and 
soon neither expects nor desires to 
have a home of his own. The effect 
of this upon his character is not imag- 
inary. Any one may easily discern 
it who cares to do so. 

What are the advantages to the land- 
lord of this system of leasing as com- 


pared with the others referred to? 
Absolutely none. What are the dis- 
advantages? As regards his rent, he 


is entirely at the mercy of the tenant. 
Even if he boarded with him he could 
not be sure of recovering his full rent. 
He has no system of checks. He has 
no recourse but to take what the ten- 
ant says is his share. Again, the land- 
lord is compelled to share with the 
tenant not only the inevitable disasters 
due to the uneertainties of the weather, 
but over and above this he has to 
share the losses due to the tenant’s 
ignorance, carelessness, Or bad judg- 
ment. In accordance with the laws 
governing all other employments, these 
latter losses should be borne by the 
tenant alone. But the worst result of 
cropping—for that is what this method 
of renting leads to—is the waste of the 
fertility of the soil. Nearly everything 
that is raised is carried off and sold 
and little or nothing is returned to the 
soil as fertilizers. This system of rent- 
ing has not a single good feature for 
either landlord or tenant. 

Under this system of renting, farm- 
ing is not as profitable either to tne 
landlord or tenant it should 
The one feature of it that in the, mind 
and of people in general, 
it to favor, namely, that 
landlord shares the disasters to 
crops, is the one feature that 1s 


as pe. 


of the tenant, 
recommends 

the 
the 
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injurious to him. It lifts a responsibil- 
ity from his shoulders that he should 
carry, just as people in many other em- 
ployments must suffer from like dis- 


asters. And not only is this responsi- 
bility lifted from his shoulders, but 
he is under no obligation to his land- 


lord for the loss of rent caused by dis 
carelessness and other bad habits. Such 
a system is not and never was founded 
on good business principles. 

The system of partnership between 
the landlord and tenant is preferable 
to the method of renting for grain. 
It obviates most of the disadvantages 
inherent in that method. Under this 
system the landlord furnishes all the 
buildings, fences, wells and other iin- 
provements necessary to raise stock. 
The tenant takes entire care of the 
farm and the stock. It is supposed 
enough stock is carried to use up a'l 
the pasture, hay, and grain upon ‘he 
farm. Under this system the increase 
of profits to both landlord and tenant 
is just whatever is the increased profit 
of feeding farm products on the farm 
over selling them on the market. The 
fertility of the soil may be main- 
tained. The manure remains upon the 
farm and may be returned to the soil. 
It is easy to arrange for rotation of 
crops where hay and pasture are neces- 
sarily grown, and part of these rota- 
tions may be in clover. There is no 
reason why such a farm should _ not 
maintain its fertility indefinitely. The 
increased profits and the maintenance 
of fertility will justify the landlord in 
putting upon his farm every needed 
improvement. All the farm products 


remain undivided and are fed upon the 
farm, the division being made in 
money when the stock is sold. With 
a system of monthly reports of the 
tenant to the landlord, the latter can 
be kept reasonably well informed as 


to farm matters. The opportunities for 
fraud are far less than in renting for 
grain. 

Under this system the landlord 
shares the disasters to crops and to 
stock, besides the losses from bad man- 
agement and carelessness of the ten- 
ant. But it’may be remarked here that 
the stockman far superior to the 
cropper in intelligence and character, 
and of course to make such partner- 
ship profitable we suppose that a ten- 


is 


ant is secured who can breed and 
handle stock intelligently. 
Although it requires greater outlay 


on the part of the landlord for im- 
provements than if rented for grain, 
still it is more profitable and in other 
ways far more satisfactory. Its special 
disadvantages are those inherent in 
all partnerships, but somewhat inten- 
sified in that the partners have not 
an exact community of interest as !n 
most partnerships. Usually the land- 
lord is not a farmer and has had no 
actual experience in raising crops and 
growing stock. The tenant having no 
part in the payment of improvemenis 
may be more exhorbitant in his de- 
mands than he would be had he to 
improve his own lands. ‘These and 
numerous Other considerations’ easily 
imagined in such a partnership are the 
chief disadvantages to this system. 
3ut every consideration that makes 
this method of renting better than 
renting for grain, leads to tlie con- 
clusion that it would be better siili, 
where the landlord is willing to make 
the necessary improvements, for the 
tenant to own all the stock himself, 
take all the profit, and pay the land- 
lord a cash rent. The time Is fuily 
come in western Iowa when intelligent 
landlords who wish to derive a 
fair income from their farms, and 
the same time maintain their fertility, 
will discard the cropper, properly im- 


at 


prove their farms, and rent to stock 
raisers for cash rent. For this pur- 
pose the landlord must be liberal in 
his improvements. The farm house 
must be comfortable. The hay barn 
must be ample to shelter the stock and 
hay. The hog house must be well 
planned and sufficiently large. The 
farm must be suitably fenced and 
there must be an abundance of water. 
The tenant must have a long lease, 
for a stock grower can not flit like a 
cropper. He must have a reasonable 
permanency upon the place. With 


landlords will 


such conditions as these, 

find no difficulty in getting tenants 
who will appreciate such advantages 
and will pay a fair cash rent io-secure 
them. , 

Such tenants could very rarely be 
found in western Jowa only a few 
years ago, but they can easily be nad 
now since land has advanced in price 
and many industriows and capable 
young farmers just starting in life 


must perforce become renters. With 
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the advance in the price of lands, 
there has been an equal advance in 
the character of tenants. The land- 
lord class has by no means kept pace 
with the tenant class. The _ typical 
landlord still rents to croppers. He 
is unwilling to furnish suitable ac- 
commodations for the _ raising of 
stock, and unable to realize that 
he is really playing a losing game. 
He does not derive as large returns 
as he might from his farm if im- 
proved and rented to an intelilgent, 
all-around| farmer, and in addition 
suffers from the deterioration of the 
fertility of the soil. He is too fixea 
in his prejudices and want of busi- 
ness foresight and appreciation of 
the changed circumstances to see 
what is now a small investment as 
compared with the enhanced price of 
his land may be made to return good 
profits, expressed in cash, and coming 
in at regular and stated intervals. 
It is the landlord rather than the 
tenant who needs to awaken to a 
realization of changed conditions.

A Brood Animal. 


The laying hen is a brood animal. 
Therefore she shduld not be treated 
like an animal! which is being prepared 
for the stalls of the butcher. No 
farmer treats his brood stock like that 
which he is making ready for market. 
He aims to keep it in what is called 
good living condition, but he does not 
want it to become a great ball of fat. 
He gives it plenty of exercise and in 
his feeding tries to give a healthy tone 
to the system, but seeks to avoid add- 
ing superfluous flesh to the frame. 
Farmers know what constitutes ihe 
difference between proper feeding of 
fattening stock and brood stock. With 
the recognition of the fact that the lay- 
ing hen is a brood animal the general 
Plan of feeding should be a plain 
proposition to them. 


Utilizing the Weaklings. 

There will be some weaklings among 
the pullets which have been reserved 
for winter layers. One bird in a brood 
is noticeably behind its associates in 
weight and size, and has a general ap- 
pearance of unthriftiness. It has met 
with some mishap which has robbed it 
of of its vigor. Now that winter is bere 


it has a slim chan e of making up the 
lost uund and growing in hardiness 
if left to contend with its more vigor- 
ous « mpan on in the seratching pen 
or at * feedit ng trough. It will strus- 


gle along in partial starvation for a 
mouth or two and then give up the 
fight, or be taken out and killed by the 
owner out of pity for its wretchedness. 

If it is considered worth while to 


bother with these weakly birds they 
should be placed in a pen to themselves 
and f na manner which will enable 


them to recover their lost strength. 
They can thus be made fit for table 
use, for they are not diseased, but only 
in a debilitated condition from lack of 


noi hment. They will quickly 
bie n out and grow fat on good 
fecii.ng. But their growth is perman- 
ently stunted, and for that reason 
they should never be allowed a place in 


the breeding pen. By careful trea:c- 
ment they can be made fit for the tab!> 
and that is all the use they can ever 
be put to. 


A Mixed Ration. 


Fowls may have an over abundance 
of food and yet suffer from impertett 
nutrition. It is seldom the case that 
the farm flock is stunted for food. In 
summer when free to go where they 
please they can select a ration which 
will meet their needs, but in the winter 
they are restricted to what they get 
from the hand of the keeper, and it 
frequently happens that there is little 
variety in what is thus supplied them 
In the West where corn is cheap and 
abundant it is fed with a liberal hand. 
The hens are literally corned to death. 
We believe that half the sickness 
among the hens is directly traceable to 
the excessive uSe of this grain. 

One good feed of corn a day is ail 
that can be safely allowed. This has 
been said before in these columns, 
and this feed of corn should 
be late in the afternoon. The 
best feed for the forenoon is wheat, 
about a pint to ten hens. 

It is safe to say that every farmer 
would like to have a steady suppry of 
winter eggs. Those who do not get 
them have an idea that there are too 
many difficulties in the way for them 
to be bothered with. They associate 
winter eggs wtih a multitude of put- 
tering delays which their other duties 
leave them no time to attend to. if 


we could make farmers believe tiat. 


they can take care of a hundred hens 
in winter by devoting ta them the 
same time that they would bestow 
upon one cow, we would be the means 
of helping them to an income for 
which many of them would feel grat 
ful to us for the balance of their lives. 
It is a simple task to have Acer 
hens in winter. Any farmer can learn 
all that he needs to know about it in 
less time than it will take him to learn 
a great many other things which it is 
considered necessary, for every fariner 
to know. The first thing for him to 
learn is that he must not feed one 
thing all the time. He does not need 








any patent or secret preparations. He 
has corn, wheat and oats. With these 
alone he can get eggs if his hens are of 
laying age. The only other essential 
is a warm poultry house. Will any 
farmer confess that it is beyond his 
ability to provide himself with such a 
house? Farmers need to get rid of the 
idea that they cannot have laying hens 
in winter except at the cost of a great 
deal of labor and time which would 
be a serious hindrance to them in 
their other work. 





Buy a Bone Cutter. 


Every farmer who wants to get the 
best results from his hens in winter 
ought to have a bone cutter. ‘his is 
not a necessity. The farmer can get 
eggs without feeding cut bone, but by 
the use of the bone he will materially 
increase the number of eggs. If he has 
a hundred hens he is losing the price of 
the cutter every winter in depriving 
them of the material which it would 
enable him to furnish them. We are 
not given to recommending the pur- 
chase of costly appliances, but we 
make an exception in favor of the bone 
cutter.

Our Weekly Chicago Market Letter. 


Chicago, Nov. 


19.—The general trade of the 

country is on a good basis, sales of leading 
lines of merchandise being as large as is usual 
it this season of the year, and manufac- 
urers are operating on a much larger scale 
than before the presidential election. Colder 
> er has been experienced, and sales of coal, 









o and other seasonable lines of 
merch have undergone a marked in- 
rease. Reports from the farming sections 
are that farmers are more generally disposed 
to marke their stocks of grain, live stock, 
vegetables, ete., more conservatively than in 
mos years, and there has been quite a rise 
in prices in western and eastern markets of 
late, owing to lighter offerings of country 
produce. Prime lines of creamery butter have 
been marked up to 25% cents a pound, with 
best dairy selling at 21 cents, and the best 
lot of eggs sell promptly for 23 cents a dozen. 
Live poultry is going gradually higher, and 
sales are now made of turkeys at 9 cents a 
pound, chickens at 74 cents, and hens at 61% 
cents Potatoes have joined in the advanct, 


and sales are made at 37 to 43 cents a bushel, 








there being a large demand. The Michigan 
the Chicago market usually depends largely 
on Michigan for its potato supply. The apple 
crop of the country is a good one, although 
the wind storm that swept over the country 
caused great losses. The apple trade is now 
improving, and good sales are made at $2 to 
$4.50 a barrel. The eastern sections of the 

untry are shipping a good many tine apples

& great many consignments from Michigan, 
New York state, and Vermont, these lots con- 
sisting mostly of Greenings and Baldwins, 
@vhich are the best sellers. The best turkeys 
are being kept back for Thanksgiving time, 
when the demand is mue larger than at any 
other time in the year. The cranberries mar- 
keted here come mostly from Wisconsin and 
Cape Cod, Mass. Sales are at $6 to $8 a barrel. 
There is most of the time a strong under- 
tone to the corn trade, based on a prevailing 
belief that the new crop of corn is bound 
to sell at good prices before another crop 
‘an be raised. The new crop opens at higher 
pri than were paid a year ago, and the 
rmers who are able to do so have in many 
1ces announced their intention to hold for 
figures before selling. The consump- 
nm of corn is yearly increasing at a rapid 
rate, and more is fed on the farms of the 
ountry than ever before. Old corn has ben 
r up unusually closely, and the visible 
supply is by no means liberal. Cash sales of 
No. 2 corn are made at 39% cents a bushel. 
The shipments of new wheat to Minneapolis 
ive become quite heavy, and the mills are 
grinding largely on the new crop. Much old 
vheat is still on the northwestern market, 
but the millers are enabled to buy compara- 
vely little new wheat that is just right in 
quality. They find that the new grain now 
being received is quite difficult to grind well 
on account of its toughness. Much of the 
wheat sent to market was wet, and the han- 
diers have found it necessary to place it on 
the market as soon as possible to prevent it

In the mean- 
while the flocks coming on the market con- 
sist largely of rather ordinary grades, and 
there is a marked lack of the better grades 
The great bulk sell well under the exceptional 
prices paid for a few prime lots of sheep 
and lambs that are offered for sale. iuwe 
sheep comprise the great bulk of the daily 


receipts, and choice wethers and yearlings are 
few. There is a strong demand for feeders, 
and plenty of prime feeding lambs have 
brought $5 per 100 pounds within a short time, 





while choice slaughtering lambs sold at $5.25 
to $5.35. Feeding sheep are in good demand, 
tut they are scarce. Ewes sell at $3.50 to +4 
and wethers at $4 to $4.35. 

The horse trade has been slowly recovering 
from the prolonged depression of the last 
month or more, and domestic ordere are t 
last oh a largtet scale There is also a some- 
what. better foreign demand, and sellers begin 
to feel encouraged over the outlook.

time when these little American 
children’s mother learned of thei, 
and so she suggested that on Thanks- 
giving day they should go with her 
and treat all the hungry children who 
had no pennies to buy a penny din 


ner. 
They waited until the dinner rooins 
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were opened Thanksgiving morning, 
and before they reached York street 
they saw little children asking the 
passers by for ‘‘a penny for the penny 
dinners,” and by the time they came 
to the door they had quite a party. 
Some of the children who asked for 
tne pennies would not come when told 
they would have their dinners pai-l 
for, as they only wished the money 
and were not really hungry. At the 
door there was a hungry looking 
crowd, and the American’ children 
were quite sure these children had no 
pennies or they would have all been 
at their dinner instead of at the door 
enjoying the smell. . 

The children issued their invitations 
to the smallest and most needy look- 
ing children (ragged women and rough 
men, too, were going in to dine), and 
the lady in charge gave all their 
guests one table.

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Music on the Farm. 
HEARTS AND HOMES. 


To 

Music is the birthright of every boy 
and girl in America whether they live 
on a farm away out in the country or 


in the great city. Music is one of 
the created things, and came into the 
world when the world was born, and 
it has remained ever since; and it 
has come to stay. Music is more and 
means more than merely a _ pretty 
tune; something pleasing to hear. It 
is a language;more than that, it is a 
tremendous force that can be utilized 
for good or evil. We are apt to mis- 
take the mission of music, and think 


of it as a frivolous thing, and un- 
worthy of our serious attention. Par- 
ents of musical children are quite apt 
to think of music as a waste of time; 
and others think of it as an accom- 
plishment that is all very well for 
those who are able and willing to pay 
for it. This is a very narrow way of 
looking at so important a matter. 
When the Almighty created music He 
did it for a purpose. If music should 
be taken out. of the affairs of man- 
kind it would be a very great loss, 
and I can think of nothing that would 
or could replace it. Music occupies 
a prominent place in our religious, 
social and civic life. We must have 
music for the church and Sunday 
school: for weddings and funerals: 
for all social gatherings; and young 
people could not have a dance with- 
out music. Just think of going tu 
church where there were no hymns 
ind anthems sung; and no songs for 
the children to sing in Sunday school! 
Why. if we had no music, we would 
have no concerts, no fine orchestras 
and bands, no grand organs, no pianos, 
no violins, no use for beautiful voices 
which are now used to give so much 
pleasure to our friends, to say nothing 
of the pleasure we musical people de- 
rive from it ourselves. Music is a 
great art, and a great science as well, 
and misunderstood and often misrep- 
resented by those who do not fully 
appreciate and understand it. Musie 
is a language that must be learned 
the same as any other language in 
order to properly understand it, and 


to make use of it effectively. Ignor- 
ance in music is like ignorance in 
everything else. There are some peo- 
ple in the world who prefer to wear 
old, ill-fitting and unclean garments, 
and are careless as to personal habits. 
Such persons, We say, are lacking in 
good taste and refinement, and to 


people of education and refinement be- 
come offensive. Music is a _ good 
medicine to overcome all elements of 
coarseness and brutality in our na- 
tures, because it can be made to ap- 
peal to the heart and our tender sen- 
sibilities, and for that reason it should 
be cultivated. But all this is not ex- 
actly what I intended to say when I 


began. I chose the above title be- 
cause I was born and raised on a 
farm. and therefore know how to 


sympathize with the boys and girls on 
the farm who may be as musical as 
I was, and who are wishing and hop- 
ing and looking forward to the time 
when they can have the best advan- 
tages for music study. I have always 


believed that when the Lord made 
me a musician He did it on purpose, 
and I believe that there are many 


other boys and girls whose souls are 
full of music, and whose opportunities 
for self-culture are few. I early in 
life claimed to have a right to become 


a musician and acted on the claim 
and I have never had cause to 1 
gret it. 


There were four boys and two girls 
in the family—all musical, and we had 
music. and lots of it. My father 
owned a violin that he took in the 
way of a trade, and while he could 
make no use of it himself, he was 
averse to our using it. I never could 
understand why unless it was the then 
prevailing opinion that a “fiddle” was 
the devil’s own instrument, and _ it 
would never do for a boy to learn t 


play the fiddle. But where there is 
a will, there is also a way, and I 
found the way Mothers can better 


understand and sympathize with the 
wants and wishes of boys than fathers 
can, so that my mother was let into 
the secret of our desires to learn to 
play on that fiddle. But there were 
obstacles in the ‘way, one of which 
was to get the money to buy a set of 
strings; but mothers have a way of 
getting around such things, so my 
mother gave me a pail of butter that 
I took to town some distance away and 
I was not long in trading butter 


my 











for fiddle strings, and I walked home 
a happy boy and said nothing. The 
next obstacle to overcome was 4a 
place to play without “giving the 
thing away.” Some distance from the 
house there was an abandoned chegse 
house that contained a wood stove. 
This was our chance, and we took the 
chance; that is, my oldest brother and 
I. We had no teacher, nor was there 
one in the neighborhood; but we could 
not wait for a teacher but commenced 
operations at once, and at the first 
trial both my brother and myself 
learned to play the same tune which 
was then known as “Dear Aunt 
Rhoda.” After a little further prac- 
tice in the cheese house we had 
learned to play many tunes and in 
the meantime, and unbeknown to us, 
mother made use of her splendid abil- 
ities as a diplomat, and at last my 


father became reconciled and I 
thought rather proud of his boys’ 
achievements, but he said nothing 


It was not long after this that one 
fiddle was not enough for two boys. 
Up to this time we had “taken turns.” 
I was too impatient to sit still and 
listen to another when I wanted to 


play all the time, so I managed to get- 


another. I was now proud and inde- 
pendent. Now we could “tune up” 
as we had seen others do. And how 
nice it sounded! Now another very 
important question had to be solved 
and a perfect understanding arrived 
at. Who was to play “first,’”’ which 
means, who was to play the upper 
or leading part? We decided that 

would be about fair to evenly divide 
the time, and that understanding was 
kept up for many years. It was no 
long before our playing became m 

talked about, and we were becoming 
somewhat famous, and we were en 
gaged to play for a country danc« 
That was fame! I have never h 

such a sense of fame since. To do 
something that was a downright pleas- 
ure—just fun, and to get pay for it 
in money instead of being obliged to 
work hard at something you disliked 
without pay, was a new experience. 
I liked that kind of an experience. I 
do not doubt but that my father was 
right in thinking that I was more in- 
terested in my fiddle than work on 
the farm; but I do not remember of 
neglecting my duties on the farm. I! 
did not dare to. We were all good 
singers, and this led to the organiza 
tion of a singing school which was 
attended by all the young people in 
the neighborhood, and many of the 
older people, and the “term of twelve 
nights” concluded with a _ concert 
These singing schools were kept up 
for years, and reached out into other 
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resulted in the

gave to us a higher order of teaching, 
and which made it possible to study 
a befter class of music.

My father was a well educated man, 
and an interesting talker upon most 
any subject of public or private in- 
terest, so it is not to be wondered at 
that his farm was the place where 
congregated the neighbors and thei» 
friends on every Sunday And they 
must have some musi We had 
plenty of pieces to play and_= sing 
(there were four of us hy this time). 
and I remember well how they all 
seemed to enjoy it. I remember, too. 


that usually we would begin our musi 


cal performances for the wives and 
children of the neighbors while the 
“men folks’ were out in the barn- 
vard or fields, and I noticed that when 
the music began they would come ‘o 
the house I know that my father 
was proud of us, but he said nothing. 
The point I wish to make is this: My 
brothers and sisters were musical, 


and we availed ourselves of such op- 
portunities as we then had to provide 
ourselves with rational enjoyment 
which afterwards had its good effect 
upon the whole neighborhood. We 
did help to fill the hearts of people 
with melody. We sang and played to 
make their hearts light, and we sang 
to comfort the bereaved Everybody 
seemed to like us, and we were never 
without an invitation to every gath- 


ering. Conditions are now more fav- 
orable for music on the farm than 
then, but I sometimes question if there 


is as much interest manifested as 
then We were then obliged to pro 
vide our own entertainment which is 


not the ec now. Farm life can be 
made pleasant and cheerful if we will 
put a little music in it. We all need 
to be “tuned up” occasionally, and it 
acts ike a tonic.

Notwithstanding all that has been 
said about the irresponsible tree agent, 
it seems that he continues to thrive. 
During the past nine months, for ex- 
ample, we have received a large num- 
ber of letters asking about an agent 
who claims to represent a _ Des 
Moines nursery firm. Notwithstanding 
the fact that no such firm can be lo- 
cated here, and no such name appears 
in the directory, the agent carrics 
some nice photographs which he says 
were taken on his nursery grounds, 
and he has evidently done a thriving 
business by taking orders for from 
$50 to $200 worth of trees, he agree- 
ing to set them out and take care of 
them for a certain length of time. 
The easiest way for the farmer to 
protect himself from all such fellows 
is to learn what varieties of trees and 
fruits are hardy in his neighbornood, 
buy them from a reputable nursery- 
man and then learn how to grow them. 
There is this to be said about a good 
many reliable nurserymen, however: 
they are so very, very modest that they 
hide their lights under a bushel and 
know as little about the value of ad- 
vertising as the average farmer does 
about varieties of cherries. But both 
will learn after while. 





It will not be long now until the 
strawberry bed should be prepared for 
winter. As soon as the ground is well 
frozen the strawberries should be cov- 
ered, not for the purpose of keeping 
them from freezing, but to prevent the 
alternate freezing and thawing: thet 
is what does the damage. Prairie 
hay is the best thing to use for cover- 
Ing, but if this cannot be had straw 
will do. But by all means cover them 
with something. 





Red Cedar From Seed. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER. 
A Mahaska County, Iowa, subscribar 
writes: 


“IT have a small quantity of red 
cedar seed which I would like to grow 
for future planting. When should 
they be planted and in what way 
should they be treated to insure zer- 
mination. 

This seems to be a general query 
at this time, especially with those who 
have specimen trees of the Platte red 
cedar. The trouble with the seed 
comes from the coating of resinous 
gum over them. If the berries are 
rubbed apart in sand, and pulp and 
seed are mixed with sand in a box 
buried on dry ground just below the 
surface and left until the spring of 
the second year, they will germinate 
as well as most seeds. But commer- 
cial growers free the seeds from gum 
by rubbing on a wire sieve, but a 
full day is given to rubbing a peck of 
the seed. After the gum ts rupbed 
off they are mixed with sand and 
buried outside, where they will freeze. 
We have often poured quite strong 
potash water over the seed. After 
soaking for twenty-four hours pour 
off the water. After rubbing, thoy 
were planted at once. In this case 
the seeds were kept dry until early 
spring. 


DOGWOOD FROM SEED. 

A Mahaska County, Iowa, subscriber 
writes: 

“Can you tell me how to care for 
and how and when to plant dogwood 
berries to succeed in growing them in 
Iowa? Would there be any risk in 
turning sheep on sorghum that lodged 
so badly we could not cut it? Would 
the sheep injure a grove of white 
pines seven or eight years old?” 

The native dogwood berries may be 
rubbed in sand to free the seed. With 
the pulp they are then mixed with 
sand in a box and buried outside for 
winter freezing. Early next spring 
plant seed and sand in a shady posi- 
tion very shallow, giving a light cov- 
ering of leaves to be raked off when 
the first show of sprouting is seen. 
When one year old transplant where 
wanted. 

The sheep will not harm the white 
pines if taken out at night. If left 
in after a full feed they will gnaw 
fruit trees and it may be possible 
that they will injure conifers, but

we have known of no such case. When 
turned into the sorghum at first, take 
them out before they are gorged as 
a full feed often causes bloating of

Dairying vs. Beef Growing. 
A northern lowa dairyman sends us 
a clipping from the “Chicago Dairy 
Produce” containing a comparison by 
Mr. W. J. McNulty, of California, on 
the comparative profits of dairying and 


steer feeding and asks our views on 
the same. 
Mr. McNulty finds that the cows 


iurnishing milk to the various Califor- 
nia creameries were paying from $37.50 
io $50.00 per year, that ordinarily the 
proceeds should be from $45.00 to 
$05.00 a year, and that the sale of 
calves and hogs fed on the skim-milk 
ouglt to increase the amount to from 
$15.00 to $20.00 more, which last sums 
regards as the cost of keeping the 
Therefore, the amount received 
from the cream should be looked upon 
clear profit. 

Comparing a Jersey cow with a good 
Durham steer, he places the value of 
ihe steer at $40.00 at two years old 
and the cost $20.00, leaving a net profit

as 


of $20.00. He estimates that a good 
Jersey cow, weighing at maturity 875 
pounds shouid produce in one year 
6,600 pounds of milk, worth $73.20, and 
that the calves will pay in full the 
cost of feeding and caring for her; 
hence, concludes that from the time 


she is two years old, and onward, she 
will annually produce as much money's 
worth as the steer will produce in 
two years. And further, he maintains 
that as all of the solids of milk aye 
edible, while only about five-eignths 
of the dressed beef that the Jer- 
sey cow accomplishes as much in one 
day toward supplying the human fanm- 
ily with motive power as the steer 
does in eight days and a half. 

These estimates are far above the 
average on the cow side and too low 
on the beef side. It may be stated 
that a very good cow will produce as 
many pounds of butter fat per day as 
a steer will produce pounds 
of dressed beef on the same 
keep; that is, where a cow will 
produce 200 pounds of butter fat per 
year, a steer will produce 400 pounds 
of gain in live weight at about the 
same food cost. She produces in ad- 
dition a very considerable amount of 
food in the shape of skim-milk. This, 
however, has comparatively little to 
do with the profit in either case. In 
fact, it is almost impossible to make 
a proper comparison of a cow with 
a steer, and for the following reasons: 

Dairy cows can not be kept in a 
Wholesale way or can not be handled 
in large numbers as can steers, for 
the reason that men can not afford 
to hire hands mainly for the purpose 
of milking cows. They can not give 
ten hours’ pay for three hours’ work. 
Hence, when you come to consider 
the labor cost on the dairy farm with 
that on the beef farm, there is scarce- 
ly room for comparison. The same 
amount of labor it requires to care for 


is, 


twenty cows will care for anywhere 
from 100 to 200 steers; hence, men on 
large farms make more money by far 
in handling steers than they could by 
devoting their farms exclusively to 
dairy purposes. .The by-product of 
the steer on half or full feed prob- 


ably fully equals the by-product of the 


cow in full milk, and steer feeding 
enables the farmer to enter upon hog 
growing as well as steer feeding in 
a large way. 

The farmer on 80 acres, or 160, can 
not engage in steer feeding or steer 


growing in a large way, and hence he 
finds his largest profit in dairying be- 
cause he can utilize the general work 
of the farm and that of his family in 
caring for dairy cows. It entirely 
possible for him to realize from $40.00

to $60.00 annually from each cow, of 
Which from $20.00 to $30.00 will pay 
amply for all the food consumed, and

can condense freights. He does not 
need to ship anything off the farm 
except wheat, pork, beef and butter 
fat. It is possible for him to increase 
the butter fat even to 300 pounds, 
especially in the case of Jerseys. In 
this case, however, unless he be a 
breeder of cattle of the very highest 
quality, he must not count anything 
on his steer calves, while if he keeps 
milking Short-horns, Polled Durhams, 
or Red Polls, he will be compensated 
for his.decrease in milk by the beef 
quality in the calves which are much 
better suited ta his purpose on the 
farm where the main object of keep- 
ing cattle is to utilize products that 
would otherwise go to waste.
